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Claresholm Holds Its Honors 


The official crop figures bulletin for 
the 1912 crop received recently from 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture contains some interesting infor- 
mation and affords a basis for some 
very interesting comparisons.  Clar- 
esholm stands third in the province 
for the total spring wheat product- 
ion, Sedgewick district which has 
almost 6 times the area in sq. miles 
of Claresholm district and with twice 
the crop area in acres leads the pro- 
vince by districts in wheat product- 
ion with 8,286,124 bushels, The yield 
in 1912 was 1} times that of this 
district which was 2,045,772 bushels. 
Lethbridge district with 3} times the 
area in sq. miles and 1} times the 
crop area in acres comes second in 
the province in yield of wheat with 
2,801,082 bushel or 1} times the total 
that Claresholm produced, With 44 
times the crop area of the Macleod 
district, Claresholm produced = 6 
times the spring wheat and with 1} 
times the crop urea of the Nanton 
district, Claresholm had twice the 
production.

linsect may be seen from the -traln 
windows at Marshfleld, a wide, out- 
\lying cranberry bog, dotted over with 
| White bird houses on stakes. The 
owner of the Log, Capt. B. G. Cahoon 
invented this method of fighting cer- 
tain pests destructive to cranberry 
vines and berries some thirty years 
jago, and fs still enthuslastic over the 
success of it. 

Capt, Cahoon has installed 100 new 
bird boxes ot a seventeen acre bog, 
thus inviting and surely housing a 
| large colony of swallows, whose all 
day occupation will be to swoop down 
upon obnoxious moths from their cot- 
| taga watch towers and’stuff the same 
down the throats of voracious young: 
sterg still in the nest. It Is a neat 
| little scheme by whle:. everybody 
seems to be pleased and benefited ex- 
}cept the moth, Incidentally other 
| bogs also are benefited, although but 
{few similar bird houses are to be 
‘found yet in other parts of the great 
| Cape cranberry area. 
| In the earlier days of the expert- 
; ment the bird boxes were placed three 
on a stake, rather near together. On 
the last log laid out of seventeen 
{acres, 100 boxes were placed forty feet 

apart, on tall stakes, following the 
| ne of the ditch crossings, having the 
|appearance of great regularity when 
| seen from the right point of view, but 
| merely scattered about when looked 
at from across tho bog. Looking 
!down the Hne the dazzling white cot- 
j tages, each neatly topping; its stake, 
lifted high above the soft gray green 
level of blossoming vines, look like 
the habitations cf so->- odd little na- 
ture people, possibly engaged In till- 
‘Ing the fleld beneath, 

Capt. Cahoon based hfs original ex- 
periment on the simple observation 
that ¢ vallows Iked moths and private 
‘lodgings. To tempt them to live on

eranberry caterpillar pests by captur-} 
ing the motha In such seasons as they 
appear, during the extended timo of;

The little houses aro roughly sawed 
out at a nearby mill and nalled to- 
gether, and painted and mounted on 
their stakes as a sort of winter knitt- 
ing work by the owners of the bog. 
The expense ts small in proportion to 
ithe value of the crop saved and being 
carefully taken up, and in winter the 
plant lasts indofinitely.

| Ships That Are a Constant Men- 
| ace to All on Board. 


"DEATH LURKS IN THE CARGO. 


Besides the Constant Danger of the Oil 
Heating and Exploding and Instantly 
| Destroying the Vessel There Is Also 

the Peril of “Fuming.” 


The most dangerous sort of ship 
afioat is that particular kind of vessel 
kuuwn as the oil tunk, and there isu’t 
&@ sailorman who will sign on for a 
voyage in one if be can get a job on 
board any other class of vessel. 

The oil tank is a vessel whose cargo 
consists of oil, which is carried io 
great tanks. Two dangers are ever 
present to all ou board—namely, that 
the vil may heat and explode, which 


Means the instant destruction of the 


ship, or that it may burst from the 
tunks, in which case the ship ts almost 
certain to be destroyed by fire. 

There is also the remote danger of 
the off “fuming.” When the oll 
“fumes” the working of the sbip be- 
comes almost impussible. On‘a “fum 
fing” of! tank no one can remain below

A few years ago a Russian el tank, 
the Omar, which sailed from Batu 
bound for Bombay with 40,000 gallons 
of ofl op board, was sighted fp the Pa- 
cific by a German tramp steamer nam- 
ed the Velter Feud. The Omar was 
flying signals of distress and when 
sighted was apparently completely dis- 
abled, for sbe was makiug no head 
way. 

The sea was quite calm, and the cap- 
tain of the Velter Fend approached 
within hailing distance of the disabled 
ship, but no reply came from ber in 
Tesponse to bis bail. 

Then the captain of the German 
tramp sent a bont to the silent ship. 
When the boat’s crew freached™ ber 
decks they saw five men tying on the 
deck, three of whom were dead. The 
other two were in a stute of collapse, 
but alive. 

The mate of the German tramp, who 
was in charge of the boat, at once 
guessed that the oll had “fumed” on 
board the oil tank, probably at night, 
and that the two men in a state of 
collapse were probably the only sur 
vivors of the disaster, 
quently turned out to be the case.
